None hut those who h ive passed 
th rough the furnace can appreciate 
this wonderful stretch of benevolence . 
This ¡sail very kind pn the part of Mr. 
W a z e x c r o f x, but we presume our leg­ 
islature will hardly tax bis over­ 
w rought h u m a n ity to perform this no­ 
ble act of charily for us. 
It bus been 
tw enty-six y e a rs since this unfortu­ 
nate m a n passed over the desert and 
endured such suffering. 
Things have 
c h an g ed considerably since that early 
day. 
We h a v e a railroad 
r u n n in g 
across that country now and travelers 
can ride over it in a few hours. 
Be­ 
sides there a re stations and settlements 
fram in g all along the route and some 
of this land is worth five, ten and some 
as high as tw en ty dollars an acre, and 
if the g overnm ent will spend a few 
thousand dollars in digging a canal, a 
hundred thou3 md acres of it can 
be 
made to bring fifty dollars an acre.

The Committee pursuant to resolu­ 
tion of the House had made a th o r­ 
ough investigation into the affairs of 
the .State Agricultural Society. 
The 
report was quite lengthy, and e m b r a ­ 
ced the following findings : 
First, as to fin a n c ia l condition of 
tbeSociety; th a t it was indebted in the 
sum of $10,141; th a t th e grand stand 
of the society had cost $22,000; th a t 
the property of the association is worth 
from $100,000 to $125,000; th a t since 
lsj4 upwards of $118,500 have been 
appropriated for the benefit of the S o ­ 
ciety. 
The committee 
report th a t 
after a thorough mlminition of the 
books and accounts of tiie Society, 
they have come to the conclusion th a t 
every tiling was in a confidential con­ 
dition and títere was no m ism anage­ 
m ent as to the expediency of establish­ 
ing a branch of tiie Society, at San 
.lose or some other point Konih of San 
Francisco. 
The comm ittee find there 
is no good reason fur such action, and 
know of no demand for it, in their 
opinion such a proceeding would seri­ 
ously necessitate against Agiicultural 
interests of the S tati, signed by Lam- 
bourn, Astron, Watkins, Olden, liug- 
gle and Jones. 
Upon the re-assembling of (he S e n ­ 
ate the general file was considered and 
Gibbons’ bill abolishing teaching of 
instrumental mtiMc «ml foreign la n ­ 
guages in the public schools of the 
istate was taken up. 
Lai tie look the floor in support of 
the bill, aiTd urged eloquently and wiflt 
great force. 
Roach contended th a t to pass the 
bill would not be acting fairly with 
our foreign born follow-eitizens. 
H e 
argued at length the utility of a know­ 
ledge of foreign 
languages and i n ­ 
stance;! tiie example ot Castellar, a 
Spanish statesman who as much by 
Ins thorough acquaintance \\ it !i other 
languages than his own has achieved 
tiie greatest distinction iu his native 
country. 
Lewis denounced the bill os against 
all the principles of tiie Democratic 
party, and held that the perpetuation 
of the cosmopolitan school system was 
by all means to he desired. 
l’ierson asked what practical results 
would he obtained by a passage of this 
law. 
lie held th a t education could 
not be top perfect and should include 
every branch of learning. 
Gibbons in the course of his a rg u ­ 
m ent for the passage of the bill p re ­ 
sented some incomprehensible m eta­ 
physical propositions for the consider 
atiun of Senators. 
Hopkins rose to correct a statement 
of Senator Pierson, who credited him 
with saying that a prim ary education 
was ail that was necessary for the 
youth of the State, 
H e disclaimed 
saying a n y th in g of that nature. 
H e 
by no means wished to have the e d u ­ 
cation of youth cease with the p r im a ­ 
ry schools. 
H e explained his ideas 
and the Senate was as much u n e n ­ 
lightened as before. 
Upon the m o ­ 
tion of Pierson to indefinitely post­ 
pone the bill, the ayes and noes were 
ordered and the bill was passed by a 
vote of 21 ayes to 14 noes. 
Those vot­ 
ing ayes were Angncy, Beaseil, I’ii-li, 
Eakin, E tLerton, Evans, 
Gibbons, 
Graves,
